A  letter  has  been  received  from  Mr. 
Dan  Young,  Regional  Director  of  the 
United  States  Travel  Service,  which  is 
a  section  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce. 

This  letter  may  be  of  interest  to 
members,  and  reads  as  follows: 

As  you  undoubtedly  know,  three 
Australian  horses,  including  Tobin 
Bronze,  have  been  nominated  to  race 
in  the  Santa  Anita  Handicap  to  be  held 
in  California  in  March.  The  Handicap 
will  be  held  on  Saturday,  March  9  in 
the  middle  of  a  record  75-day  season 
at  Santa  Anita  during  the  most  favour¬ 


able  time  of  the  year  in  Southern 
California. 

The  opportunity  to  view  one  of  the 
world’s  racing  classics,  as  well  as 
experiencing  the  nearby  excitement  of 
Las  Vegas  and  Palm  Springs,  will  attract 

—  we  expect  —  a  large  contingent  of 
Australian  turf  followers  to  visit  the 
U.S. A.  and,  presumably,  a  great  many 
of  these  will  be  members  of  your 
Club. 

I  would  like  to  point  out  that  sub¬ 
stantial  savings  can  be  made  on  air 
fares  when  members  of  affiliated 

groups,  such  as  club  members,  travel 
together.  It  is  also  possible  to  obtain 
reductions  in  hotel  accommodation  and

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TATTERSALL'S  GREAT  RACES  NAMED  AFTER  TOP  PERSONALITIES 


The  earlier  generations  of  Tat- 
tersall’s  Club’s  Committee  chose 
top  personalities  in  giving  their 
races  memorables  names. 

Important  events  were  titled 
after  three  Governors  General  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Australia, 
a  co-founder  of  the  Club  at  its 
present  site,  and  two  of  the  best 
mares  on  the  Australian  Turf. 

The  Carrington  Stakes  is  named 
for  Lord  Carrington,  Governor  General 
from  1885  to  1890,  the  Chelmsford 
Stakes  for  Lord  Chelmsford  who  held 
office  from  1909  for  a  year,  and  the 
Denman  Handicap  for  Lord  Denman 
1911*14. 

The  James  Barnes  Plate  commemo¬ 
rates  the  services  to  the  Club  of  the 
late  Mr.  Jim  Barnes  who  was  Chair¬ 
man  from  1916  to  1929,  and  whose 
enterprise  and  drive  resulted  in  the 
Club's  move  from  antiquated  quarters 
in  Pitt  Street,  to  its  present  up-to-date 
palatial  premises  in  Elizabeth  Street. 

The  famous  mares  whose  names 
apply  to  Tattersall's  Club's  races  are 
Furious  and  Gladsome. 

Lord  Chelmsford,  Lord  Denman, 
and  Lord  Carrington  did  not  race 
horses  but  were  keen  followers  of  the 
turf.  They  belonged  to  an  era  when 
Vice-Royalty  drove  in  an  open  coach 
drawn  up  the  Randwick  straight  led 
by  a  military  cavalcade,  just  as  we 
saw  in  February  1954  when  Her  Maj¬ 
esty  Queen  Elizabeth  did  for  the  A.J.C. 
Royal  meeting  organised  for  her  Aus¬ 
tralian  visit. 

Other  Vice-Royalty  in  the  past  owned 
and  raced  their  own  horses.  State 
Governor  of  N.S.W.,  Sir  Hercules 
Robinson,  was  an  ardent  supporter  of 
the  turf.  In  his  colors  Kingsborough 
won  the  Sires'  Produce  Stakes,  Cham¬ 
pagne  and  Derby  of  1874.  Kings¬ 
borough  was  trained  by  Tom  Lamond, 
grandfather  of  one  of  our  senior  mem¬ 
bers  today,  Stan  Lamond.  Sir  Hercules 
also  won  a  Doncaster  in  1870  with 
Barbelle  and  the  1875  Champagne 
with  Hyperion. 

The  Earl  of  Strad  broke,  State 
Governor  for  Victoria,  was  a  popular 
turf  supporter  on  Melbourne  courses, 
especially  when  he  imported  an  Eng¬ 
lish  horse  The  Night  Patrol.  Trained 
by  Jim  Scobie,  he  gained  a  popular 
win  in  the  Cantala  Stakes  at  the 
1924  Melbourne  Cup  meeting.  He 
won  weight  for  age  races  and  ran 
second  to  Gloaming  in  the  Linlithgow 
at  Flemington.  The  Night  Patrol's 
$39,836  in  prizemoney  reflected  what 
a  good  performer  he  was. 


Lord  Stradbroke  was  an  ardent 
lover  of  thoroughbreds  and  not  only 
when  The  Night  Patrol  performed  but 
at  frequent  intervals  visited  Fleming¬ 
ton  tracks  to  see  the  training  gallops 
and  met  and  chatted  with  trainers, 
pressmen  and  the  lads  who  “strapped” 
the  horses  after  their  work. 

Tattersall’s  Club  itself  was  named 
after  a  famous  English  institution, 
Tattersall’s  of  London  which  attracted 
the  elite  and  the  wealthy  for  cen¬ 
turies.  It  became  the  hub  of  all 
thoroughbred  matters  where  horses 
and  mares  of  renown  were  bought  and 
sold  and  huge  wagers  were  made  and 
settled.  It  helped  to  build  up  an  indus¬ 
try  which  made  England  for  years  the 
world  leader  in  turf  and  breeding 
matters. 

The  Gladsome  Handicap  for  mares 
commemorates  the  name  of  a  famous 
performer  on  the  turf,  Gladsome.  A 
New  Zealand  authority  proclaimed  her 
after  she  had  won  the  Auckland  Derby 
and  Oaks  and  was  destined  for  Aus¬ 
tralia,  the  best  mare  in  New  Zealand 
history.  This  was  of  course  before 
Desert  Gold  from  that  Dominion  won 
19  races  straight.  The  late  Mr.  Sol 
Green,  leviathan  Victorian  bookmaker, 
bought  Gladsome  and  she  won  the 
Caulfield  Futurities  in  1905  and  1906 
as  a  four-year-old  with  9  7  and  at  five 
with  9  13.  She  won  the  Craven 

Plate  at  Randwick  in  1905.  In  all 
she  had  28  wins  for  stakes  worth 
$21,424,  a  lot  of  money  for  those 
days  of  comparatively  impoverished 
prize-money.  Furious  came  later.  She 
was  the  only  performer  bred  by  the 
late  Mr.  E.  E.  D.  Clarke  at  his  Melton 
Stud  in  Victoria.  Randwick  trainer 
Frank  Marsden  took  over  her  training 
and  she  won  the  1920  Gimcrack, 


A.  J.  C.  Sires'  Produce  and  Cham¬ 
pagne  Stakes,  the  Rosehill  Guineas, 
and  Victoria  Derby  and  Leger.  She  had 
13  wins  for  $40,344  in  prize-money. 

Frank  Marsden  had  a  little  appren¬ 
tice  named  F.  Allotta  when  Furious 
was  in  the  stable.  When  she  was 
preparing  for  one  of  her  big  cam¬ 
paigns  in  March  1923  he  decided  to 
run  Furious  in  a  Rosehill  Rydalmere 
mile  although  she  was  weighted  at 
10  8.  Claiming  711b  for  Allotta  she 
won  the  race  at  15/1  and  beat  The 
Epicure  who,  a  few  weeks  later,  won 
the  Doncaster.  That’s  how  good  Furi¬ 
ous  was,  a  lovely  big  chestnut  with 
neat  white  blaze  and  markings. 

Young  Allotta,  whom  we  now 
know  as  Fil  Allotta,  one  of  Rand- 
wick's  most  successful  trainers  with 
wins  in  the  Derby  (Advocate)  Don¬ 
caster  (Cabochon)  Newmarket  and 
Gimcrack  (Cultured)  and  Maribyrnong 
Plate  (Heirloom  and  Birthright)  to 
name  only  a  few.  Mr.  Fil  Allotta  has 
been  a  member  of  Tattersall's  Club 
for  18  years. 

There  is  an  interesting  and  rather 
sad  allusion  to  a  race  run  during  the 
recent  Carnival  at  Randwick,  not  Tat- 
tersall's  but  an  A.J.C.  event,  though 
the  people  concerned  were  V.  I.  P's  at 
Tattersall's  Club. 

This  was  the  Chisholm  Handicap  won 
last  month  by  that  highly  promising 
sprinter  Wentwel.  The  Chisholm  was 
named  after  Harry  Chisholm,  an  A.J.C. 
Committeeman  and  Vice-Chairman,  who 
40  years  ago  owned  a  bloodstock  rival 
to  Inglis'.  Harry  bought  and  sold  many 
thoroughbreds,  raced  a  string  of  them, 
but  never  had  the  luck  to  acquire  any¬ 
thing  of  note  until  he  bought  a  Rossen- 
dale  colt  in  1926.  Named  Winalot  he

won  a  few  races,  then  ran  Trivalve  to 
a  head  in  the  A.J.C.  Derby  at  Randwick 
and  looked  set  for  a  bright  career  after 
Trivalve  won  the  Victoria  Derby  and 
Melbourne  Cup. 

But  Mr.  Chisholm  died  soon  after  the 
Derby  defeat  and,  auctioned  a  month 
later  Mr.  E.  K.  White,  for  39  years  a 
member  of  Tattersall's  Club,  got  a 
remarkable  bargain  at  2100  guineas. 
Within  a  few  months  Winalot  won  a 
fortune  for  Mr.  White  with  a  treble 
never  achieved  before  or  since,  the 
Warwick  Farm  Cup,  Randwick  St.  Leger 
and  Sydney  Cup  of  1928.  In  the  Leger 
he  turned  the  tables  on  Trivalve  who 
had  beaten  him  in  the  Sydney  Derby. 
Winalot  was  a  good  stayer  who  landed 
many  weight-forage  races  after  his 
notable  treble. 

An  interesting  sidelight  on  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  the  A.J.C.  and  Tatter- 
sail's  Club  is  that  Mr.  A.  B.  Crowley,  the 
father  of  the  premier  Club’s  Chairman 
Mr.  Brian  Crowley,  was  a  Committee¬ 
man  of  Tattersall's  Club  and  sometimes 
acted  as  Treasurer.  He  raced  a  few 
horses  but  never  attained  anything 
beyond  the  commonplace  compared 
with  his  son's  phenomenal  record  with 
the  champions  Flight,  and  her  two 
grandsons  Sky  High  and  Skyline, 
winners  of  the  Golden  Slipper  and 
Derbies  and  scores  of  other  notable 
races.
